I thought you would be Interested in a follow-up 
to yesterday’s letter concerning statements by Mayor-elect 
/'■'^amuel W. Yorty concerning Chief of .Police William H. 

—Parker. *— - 

The attached article indicates that Yorty has in-. 

*1 tentions of having ^Parker refrain from making irresponsible 
statements. The enclosed editorial in the "Los Angeles 
Times" construes Yorty’s remarks as an indirect, invitation i 
lfor Parker to resign as Chief of Police. 


One public relations incident that Yorty may have 
in mind is one which arose a short time prior to my assign¬ 
ment in Los Angeles. Parker stirred up a great deal of in¬ 
dignation among the rather large Mexican-American population 
in Los Angeles when he appeared before the Civil Eights 
Commission in Los Angeles and in talking about the high 
rate of crime Indicated that some of the Mexican-Americans 
had been here before "we were", but "some of them are not 
far removed from, the wild tribes of Mexico".
